The premier was killed this morn- 


ng, according to a Munich dispatch 
received in 
Amsterdam by Lieut 


Count Arco Valley. The count was 
wounded severely by a guard and 
s reported to be dying. 


Kurt Eisner, who seized the reins 


of government in Bavaria after the 
deposition of: the royal family was 
a. socialist of! the .more radicaLtypc 
and re'cerit reports from 
Munich 


have been that he was heading a 
Spartacan movement against 
the 


moderate and conservative factions 
in Bavaria. 


The Arco Valley family has been 


prominent in Bavaria and Germany 
for years. 


Eisner, a Jew, was born in Galacia 


and at one time was editor in chief 
of the Vorwaerts of Berlin. He was 
arrested last April by the Bavarian 
government and was 
reported to 


have committed suicide in prison. 


Eisner always had been opposed 


to the German, majority socialists 
and Had repeatedly attacked Presi- 
dent Ebert and his colleagues.

A lively discussion of socialism re- 


sulted from the consideration of the 
Arnold bill to amend the inheritance 
tax law, before the senate commit- 
tee on corporations Thursday after- 
noon and for a time personalities 
•\vereh urled fast. 


Senator Arnold explained the pro- 


visions of the bill to .increase the 
rate on the inheritances and was 
supported by Glen P. Turner, lobby- 


I ist for the State Federation of La- 
bor. 
Turner declared the war will 


have to be paid for in taxes. 
He 


estimated that the taxes\ in Wiscon- 
sin will have to be doubled to pay 
Wisconsin's share of the war debt; 
that the Federation of Labor was in 
favor of increasing the tax rate on 
incomes and inheritances; that the 
'labor unions believe the taxes raised 
on incomes alone should be sufficient 
to conduct the government. 


Senator For.s asked Turner if he 


did not represent the socialist party. 


"No. 
I am a member of the so- 


cialist party, hut not here to repre- 
sent it," he said. 


"What office do you hold In the 


party?" asked Fons. 
l;Are you an 


organizer or jast-an agitator?" 


"I was an organizer for the'Non- 


Partisan league last summer for a 
time," said Turner. "But that party 
has nothing to do with the socialists. 
I am here to represent the state 
Federation of Labor. 
I might add 


that the Machinist union, to which I 
belong, believes that all inheritances 
over $50,000 should go to the state.'' 


Senator Buck asked Turner ani 


Arnold how many socialists would 
come within the provisions of the 
inheritance ' tax bill and when told 
not over 5 per cent, he said, "Well 
something is radically wrong then, 
for I understand you have a great 
many members who are over 50 
years of ago, and still they have 
saved -nothing to pass orl as an in- 
heritance to their families." 


Arnold .claimed it was because la- 


bor has been underpaid. He said in 
normal times from 1,000,000 to 3,- 
000,000 men in this country wera in 
enforced idleness. 


Asked how they would have an 80 


to 100 per cent inheritance paid 
when a man would die and leave to 
his family, his wife and children, a 
manufacturing plant worth $1,000,- 
000? 
Turner answered that 80 or 


100 per cent of the value would have 
;o be paid to the state. • 


"But the inheritance is in stock in 


the plant and not in casht,'' said Sen- 
ator Buck.' The socialists declared 
the stock could be turned over to tht 
state. 


"Then you maintain this bill is in 


reality a measure for government 
ownership?"'asked For.s. 


'TTes and no," said Arnold. 
"We 


believe in government ownership and 
this will help get it." 
Turner de- 


clared two of the largest manufac- 
turing plants in Madison are owned 
and operated by the government. 


The committee will report the bill 


for indefinite postponement.

Economic opportunities for women, in spite of the labor un- 


ion's opposition, are becoming mere numerous every day, just as 
industrial development is proving a boon to women, especially to 
those seeking a broader and more independent life in the com- 
munity. And though society is desirous of obliterating many 
economic inequalities, it. is, nevertheless, compelled to step in 
and prevent women from entering industries which are regarded 
as prejudicial to their health. And it is because woman's in- 
ability to protect herself in industry that the state has been.' 
compelled to enact, special legislation to protect her, from the 
employer on the one hand, and from the working-man on the 
other. 


WOMEN IN INDUSTRY 


T 


HE question, What is to be done with the woman who has 
taken a man's place in industry? is proving a puzzle both to 


labor leaders and employers. 


Ever since America declared war on Germany, thousands 


of women, who had never before worked outside of the home, 
have been induced to enter productive industry not only for pa- 
triotic motives but for economic reasons as well And this is- 
sue is not to be scoffed at or waived with-a laissez-faire reply, as 
approaching conditions make it imperative that some sort of a 
solution be found, if labor disturbances are to be avoided. The 
problem can be considered from three aspects, which, though 
closely related, can be taken up individually: the labor view, the 
employer's view, and society's view. 


Most labor men, because of our competitive economic sys- 


tem, look with disfavor upon women entering manufacture—es- 
pecially in trades which, previous to the war, were dominated 
by men. And though few of them have openly opposed women's 
entrance into industry, it is, nevertheless, patent to persons ac

This is not, however, the case with the aver- 
age college or professional woman, nor does it apply to the fem- 
inist or •'modern" women, who is usually economically independ- 
ent and not compelled to marry for a "meal ticket." 


Labor's chief objections to women entering industry on a 


large scale are that they "have a tendency to weaken the fighting 
spirit of labor," specially during strikes and to "reduce wages." 
It is the latter which is the soundest, and wfiich is, ?n the long 
run, indisputable. For convincing proof all one needs to do is to 
compare the wages and labor conditions in trades in which men

The recent successful strike of the streei-car men in Cleve- 


land, demanding- the discharge of the "conductorettes," is bat 
one phase of organized labor's open hostility to woman labor; 
The street railway men's union justifies its action on the ground 
that present conditions made such action imperative, saying .that 
they had the choice between demanding the dismissal of the wo- 
men conductors, or allowing their organization, which they had 
built up at great expense and sacrifice, to go to pieces. In fact, 
this is just what has happened in a few small cities where wo- 
men were employed on street cars. 


So incensed are labor women over the action of the Cleve- 


land street-car men, that Miss Mary Van Kleeck, director of the 
women in industry service, speaking before the American Asso- 
ciation for Labor Legislation in Richmond, Va., declared that 
"The demand of the men's union (Cleveland) for their discharge 
(women conductors) is a dangerx signal." She also emphasized 
that women's labor unions'would be organized to fight.the men's 
onions, if they continued to oppose the entrance of women in 
industry. 
It will be intensely interesting to watch further de- 


velopments. 


To explain the men's, altitude, it is important to point out 


that they are opposed to women going into industry not because 
of any inherent hatred of jealousy, but because of "economic de- 
terminism." 
In other words, it is purely a bread-and-butter 


question. And only the working man, who is dependent for 
employment upon the whims of'the labor market, can fully ap- 
preciate the gravity of this question. 


There is little doubt, however, as to the position taken by 


the employer. Perforce, he is -an ardent advocate of woman 
labor, especially those employers who have a highly developed, 
or an extensive machine production. The enterpreneur, also, 
is for women labor, as he is duty-bound to his stockholders to 
produce maximum dividends. To many this not only means a 
maximum efficiency in production, but also paying the lowest 
possible rate of wages. And women and children are more sub- 
missive than men, as they usually have no labor organization to 
support them. It is apparent, then, that the competitive system 
forces the employer to hire his help as cheaply as can be secured 
In the labor market. It is wholly unlikely, then? that the aver- 
age employer, having replaced high-waged men with low-waged 
women, will be any too eager to take his men back, when he can 
have women at a lower wage, do the same work. 


Democratic society, on the other hand, unlike the employe 


i employer, must look upon the economic struggle between 


the sexes with a broad vision. It cannot afford to act ignprantly 
Or In a partisan manner, as "what is an injury to one member is
